DOWNTOWN ECONOMIC IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT 
ANNUAL REPORT TO FORT WAYNE CITY COUNCIL 


During the last six months of 1997, the Downtown Economic Improvement District 
received initial funding, hired a part time executive director, obtained office space and 
commenced operation. A press conference was held announcing the biring of the executive 
director, and in September a public forum was held at the downtown Allen County Public 
Library to obtain input from district property owners and the community at large. 


In September and October, the District worked with Street Lighting and Public 
Works to commence the process of replacing holiday decorations for downtown Fort 
Wayne. In addition, the executive director served as a committee member of the Botanical 
Comservatory board responsible for the re-opening of the Conservatory and coordinating 
the advertising of the pre- Thanksgiving downtown lighting festival.* 


The new holiday decorations, which include banners and new brackets for all 
downtown lamp posts, were procured by the District for Calhoun Street and Main Street 


during 1997 and will be purchased for the remaining streets in the District over the mext 
two years, 


Subsequent to tke holiday lighting, the district has commenced research on the 
replacement of waste receptacies and for coordinating summer attractions for the 
downtown area, in addition, welcoming banners (appropriate for year round use) for the 
lamp posts are being researched. And, volunteer committees have been established for the 
following areas: Beautification and Visual Improvements; Safety; Special Events; 
Marketing; and Resoerce Development. 


Finally, the District has undertaken membership in the anity oriented mag, 
partnership program, is working closely with the Baker Street scaucn committee, ha. 
with Linda Buskirk of the Boar’ of Public Works to discuss our abitity to assist and will be 
asking to meet with members of City Council during the coming months. 


*The District will serve as the entity responsible for advertising and coordinating the pre- 
Thanksgiving downtown holiday lighting festival for 1998 and beyena.
